“In reviewing the educational con-
ditions of Halifax conoty i3 pecass
sary to take 1ntd consideration the
fact that it is a large county, almost
entirely rural.

“We hzve six towns, namely, Wel-
don, Enfield, Scotland Neck, Littleton,
the new manufacturing

Halifax and

tywn of Roanoks Rapids By relerence
t the census you will note that they
are all comparmively small towns, and
all combiped would not number 88
many people as you have in Raleigh.
Ancther thing that is worthy of note
is, that we have only 3,816 white chil-
dren., while we huve 7479 colored
ehildren to edueste, or about two ne-
groes to one white child  The negroes
do not pay one doilar to the white
man’s lifteen, for the purpose of eduea-
tion. So you esee we have a right
heayvy burden to carry as we mareh

along in this progressive educationsi

age, And yet we have averaged more
than a five months term 1n the eounty
during the last fiscal year and this
without one doilar from the second
£100,000 sat aside by the legislature to
aid needy districts. In fact Halifax
conty has not received one single dol-
lyr of (his money at any time sgince
ihe legislature made such a provision.
Not because we have no needy distriets,
we have mauy dislricts that nave
negded aid, but the conditions to be
com plied with and the red tape neces
sary to secure any of this money put
it ont ot our resch, for the disiricts
that needed it most even too smail,
!n;\'ing less than 65 children to claim
it. And right here 1 want 1o say that
in my opinion the legisluture ouzkt (o
dn sway with that apportionment or
clse zive each county iz pro rata share
an some equitable basis for T do not
thirk it has served il purpose for

which 1t was intended. 1 tkink our
very eliicient and much beloved State
Superintendent and his nasistants have
done all ia their power to distiibute
ihis

fund where 1t was most needed
1 am sura they have had a hardd
problem to solve. We have tweive
rutal libraries in the ecountv and 1
have the money subscribed for two
moie and I believe that this is the bast
monszy spent in the econunty, because it
helps to educate the old people as well
as the children, and we must get the
parents aroused and interested if we
expect to get a regular attendance of
the children. "

*We woll  established
urpded schools in the couniv, one at
Enfield snd one at Seotland Neck, and
an eleetion hgs been held and earried
#lmost unanimously for one nt Weldan
and it will be in operation for the fali
session. The two schools above men-
tioned are doing fine work and Lhe al-
tendance is splendid, showing that
wlen people are really interested the
children get the benefit.

“We have a supplemented school at
iattleton that I hope at nodistaat time
to chanrge to an wup-to-date graded
school and T certainly hope the pro-
grassive people at Roanoke Rapids wiil
rally to the support of a gocd graded
gchool there in Lhe very near fuiure,
for it is certainly ne=ded, and they
must keep up with the procession.
We have some goed rural schools in
the county, among the most progres-
sive of these is the sca00l at Auvrelian
Springs, where the teachers have done
excelient work, spd where the attend-
ance has been good sud where I hope
to eatablish a loeal tax or graded sehool
at no distant time, provided the people
will not allow Lhemselyes to be broken
up with loesl discussions. We also
have good prospects at Hobgood acd at
Heathsyille, also at Brimkleyville and
Ringwood, but the people in these
places are not as much interested as
they ought to be. Halifax (town), too,
nceds awakening in the cause of edu-
cation, However, we are not dis-
couraged, neither are we asleep, our
people move slowly, but they do not
take a step backward, our schools
are better than they were snd our
teachers are better prepared to teach.
Our Board of Eduecation is progressive,
and in the great battle against ignor-
ance, now in progrese, old Halifax
county will give'a good accouni of
beresif.” .
